It is a glad which 
can win in anybody’s show. HUNTRESS won the three spike cham- 
pionship for me in Maine this last season. IVY ROBERTSON will 
consistently throw a 24 bud spike. KING ALFRED is a giant and 
has both form and color. LAVENDER PRINCE seems to be in the 
lead as a very dark lavender. LOVELY LADY is’ lovely indeed with 
her starched ruffles.) MARLENE BOTH has every needful thing. 
GOLDEN STATE is a fine late yellow. Our ORIENTAL PEARL 
surpassed its magnificent self this summer. PHANTOM BEAUTY 
is a very pale pink but it is the pinnacle of form and grace.
